Definition of terms
* CDL - The acronym CDL will be used throughout this guide. It stands for Construction, Demolition and
Landclearing material generated at job-sites.
* Construction material: Wood, concrete, drywall, masonry, roofing, siding, structural metal, wire,
insulation and other building materials found at construction sites.
¢ Demolition material: Concrete, asphalt, drywall, carpet, wood, masonry, roofing, siding, structural metal, wire,
insulation and other materials found in demolished buildings, roads and other structures.
¢ Landclearing material: Natural vegetation and minerals such as stumps, brush, blackberry vines, tree branches,
associated dirt and sand, tree bark, sod and rocks.
* Source separated: CDL materials that are separated from other waste and planned for recycling.
Mixed CDL waste: Contains both recyclable and non-recyclable CDL waste material that has not been separated.
Recycling opportunities are limited for mixed loads of CDL.

Case Study: Earthwise

Hand Demolition Enables Nearly 75% of a Mercer Island Residence to be Salvaged or Recycled
Earthwise, Inc. saved over $9,000 by salvaging and recycling materials from the demolition of a 5,300 sq. ft. home.

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Setting Up A Job-Site Recycling Program

Rising landfill fees have made disposal of construction, demolition and landclearing waste a significant expense.
Reducing the amount of this material going for disposal lowers the cost of doing business.

Identify Recyclables
Asphalt, concrete, cardboard, drywall, metals and wood are easy to recycle in King County. Recycling options also
exist for asphalt roofing, fluorescent lighting and carpet padding.

Choose a Recycling Method:
There are three basic approaches to job-site recycling.
U Contract with a hauler to transport materials to a recycler: There are two options here:
* Contract with the garbage hauler for the site to provide containers and hauling of both recyclables and garbage.
* Contract with a recycling hauler to provide container rental and hauling services. (If you choose this option, you
may still need regular garbage service.)

U Contract with a construction clean-up service that comes on site and picks up recyclables and garbage that are
collected in piles or containers. Materials are then taken to an appropriate recycling
or disposal facility.

0 Self-haul. Collect recyclable materials in piles or special containers at
the job-site and haul them yourself to local processors and recycling
drop-off facilities.

A combination of methods, such as self-hauling wood and contracting
with a drywall recycler to provide a container and hauling services may be
the best option for your project.

Select A Recycler
Specify in an agreement with the recycling service provider:
* What materials will be recycled
¢ Costs associated with the service (fees for container rental,
hauling, recycling charges)
¢ Requirement that weight or volume of recyclables be documented
* Requirement that material will go to a properly permitted facility
Schedule for picking up containers
How recycling containers will be labeled

Involve Subcontractors
¢ Include language in sub-contractor agreements that they will recycle
* Discuss the recycling program at every safety meeting or other regular meetings

Monitor the Program
* Check dumpsters regularly to make sure material is getting separated properly

Determine Savings
¢ Calculate the cost savings from recycling versus disposal using documentation from your hauler.

Case Study: Lease Crutcher Lewis

Kentlake High School Recycles 60%, Saves $16,500

A new 250,000 square-foot high school built by Lease, Crutcher, Lewis for the Kent School District recycled
tons of materials and closed-the-loop by using recycled-content building materials.

* Cost savings: $16,500
* 664 tons recycled

Sustainable Building Practices
Dozens of trees and shrubs were salvaged at the site and used by King County. Durable, aesthetically appealing
materials were chosen for the project, such as a blend of brick and a two-tone concrete block for walls.
